Being a mother of two 
and a student has been 
quite a juggling act. With 
no affordable/reliable 
childcare in sight, | 
have been forced to 
miss classes and have 
sometimes brought my 
youngest to class with 
me. 

| recently learned 
that many colleges offer 
on-campus childcare 
programs and that 
C.C.C. itself actually 
offered childcare back 
in the 1990s, However,

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Celebrating Cinco de Mayo

Many people are 
aware of the Mexican 
holiday Cinco de Mayo, 
but it is often mistaken 
to be a celebration of 
Mexico's independence. 
However, it is really a 
celebration of Mexico’s 
victory over an invasion 
by France. 

During the period 
between 1846 and 
1862, after the Mexican- 
American war by which 
borders were clarified 
and Texas became the 
28th U.S. state, Mexico 


and/or land in lieu of the 
debts, but Mexico offered 
vouchers instead, in an 
effort to buy more time. 
Spain and England 

were satisfied by this 
arrangement and went 
home. France was not, 
and invaded, with the 
intention of taking control 
over Mexico. 

French troops, 
under the command of 
Napoleon III, stormed 
the shores and began 
marching towards 
Mexico City but were 
stopped at the state of 
Puebla, where a major

experienced an era 

of political turmoil and 
financial instability. In 
an attempt to bolster 
the economy, Mexico 
borrowed considerable 
amounts of money from 
Spain, England and 
France. 

Whether by fate 
or design, all three 
countries came to 
collect, in 1862. Naval 
envoys were dispatched 
to demand payment 


battle ensued, May 5, 
1862, La Batalla de 
Puebla. 

Under the 
command of General 
Ignacio Zaragoza 
Seguin, and grossly 
out-numbered and out- 
armed, the battalion, 
comprised mainly of 
peasants, defeated the 
French forces 

Their victory was 
short-lived, however, 
as one year later, 


the French invaded 
Mexico City, resulting 

in the occupation of 
Mexico. Cinco de Mayo 
commemorates the 
fierce determination and 
bravery of those men 
who fought at Puebla. 

Today, Cinco 
de Mayo is widely 
celebrated in the 
U.S. as well, due to a 
significant population of 
Mexican-Americans. In 
many places the fiesta 
includes Mexican food, 
music, mariachi bands, 
parades, pifatas for the 
children, and sometimes 
fireworks at the 
conclusion of the day's 
festivities. 

San Marcos, 
Texas, sponsors a ‘Miss 
Cinco de Mayo’ pageant, 
in which the winner is 
awarded a $1000.00 
scholarship. 

In Portland, 
Oregon, the Cinco de 
Mayo Fiesta will be 
held at Tom McCall 
Waterfront Park, 
beginning Friday, May 
2nd through Monday, 
May 5th. Friday- 
Saturday hours are

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Students sharing air and smoking

It is common 
knowledge that 
cigarette smoke 
causes cancer and 
often death. It is also 
very well known that 
secondhand cigarette 
smoke can cause 
cancer and death. This 
is why so many laws 
have been passed 
in the name of public 
health. It wasn't long 
ago that professors 
were smoking during 
their lectures. 

Air is something 
we all share: no one 
has any property rights 
on air, nor does any 
one person’s air begin 
where another's air 
stops; it is all simply 
shared air. The 
question of how to 
share the air fairly has 
become a dominating 
and dividing issue on 
the Jerome Campus. 

Dani Wallace, 

a student at C.C.C., 

is a leading force in 
bringing attention to 
the issue. Wallace 
distributed “Ban The 
Smoke At C.C.C." 
fliers around campus 
and even has a 
business card with 
hebanthesmokeatccc@ 
yahoo.com address 
on it. She uses 

this account to 

offer students and 
employees of the 
college an anonymous 
way to support the 
ban on smoking at the 
Jerome Campus. 

The goal, 
Wallace says, is to 
have a completely 
smoke-free campus by 
the 50th Anniversary 
of the College next 
October. This would 
mean a complete ban 
on all smoking on 
Campus. It is this goal 
which is causing so 
much controversy. 

The reason 
smoking has become 
a hot topic on campus 
is simple and well- 
known: the current, 
most commonly used, 
designated smoking 
area is inadequate-- 
so inadequate that it 
truly has become a 
public health issue. 
You cannot walk by 
it without breathing 
in and/or smelling 
cigarette smoke. 

It is too close 
to a highly utilized 
walkway and too small 
to be considered a 
safe and secluded, yet 
convenient designated 
smoking area. ‘ 

This simple fac! 
has been well known 
among those who 
frequent the college for 
months, if not years. 

It is because this 
issue has been ignored 
that Wallace chooses 
such an absolute 
goal of a smoke-free 
campus. She argues 
that since the current 
rules of smoking in 
designated areas are 
not enforced then a 
solution which includes 
designated areas is not 
a solution at all. 

The other 
side argues that it is 
only because of the 
inadequacy of the 
“smoke shack” that 
there is a problem. A 


student who wanted 

to remain anonymous 
said, “If we could just 
have a place to go, 
then we'd go.” This 
desire for compromise 
seems to be prevalent 
among the smokers on 
campus. Many of them 
have made complaints 
to teachers and 
administrators about 
the “Ban the Smoke” 
campaign. 

At the March 
College Board meeting 
Wallace explained her 
position on the issue 
and presented pictures 
of students smoking 
outside the cafeteria 
door on 16th Street. 
The students in the 
picture are smoking 
near a sign that says, 
“No smoking inside 
this building.” Though 
this is not a designated 
smoking area, it is 
a public road and 
therefore cannot be 
ruled on by the college 
in any manner. 

During the 
A.S.G. President's 
Report, Josh Cooper 
said, “In no way does 
A.S.G. support a ban 
on smoking.” Two other 
students, David and 
Amanda Johnson, had 
attended the meeting 
to protest the ban and 
afterwards they told The 
Bandit that they believe 
this is a respect issue, 
calling themselves 
“pro-solution.” Amanda 
Johnson said that 
she felt the “Ban The 
Smoke fliers had a 
threatening tone” and 
she encourages people 
to “look at both sides.” 

Recently, a 
meeting was held after 
Josh Cooper, President 
of ASG, distributed 
a flier which read 
“Smokers Let your voice 
be heard” and displayed 
a funny cartoon about 
cigarettes. The flier 
said they would discuss 
moving the shed to a 
different location 
Josh Cooper's flier had 
no contact information 
whatsoever, nor did 
it identify who was 
distributing it or hosting 
the meeting. Dani 
Wallace has fliers with 
an e-mail address, 
though if you tried to 
find a name for that 
e-mail, it would be “Tom 
Wilson,” which is a 
name Wallace simply 
made up. 

According to 
Roger Friesen, fliers 
distributed by both 
Dani Wallace and 
Josh Cooper were 
not consistent with 
the college policy for

distributing literature on 
campus. Friesen said 
that “the policy states 
that you must have a 
name and phone numbe 
on your flier in order 

to distribute them on 
campus.” Wallace stated 
that she believed to be 
in line with the policy 

for distributing literature 
as there are misleading 
posters in Towler Hall. 
The posters are on the 
student bulletin boards 
and they contradict 

the policy according to 
Friesen. Friesen also 
admitted to having over- 
looked the problem with 
Cooper's flier. 

The grass-roots 
efforts on both sides of 
the campus are only part 
of the equation, however. 
There is a state-wide 
campaign to have all 
of Oregon's community 
colleges smoke-free 
The American Lung 
Association of Oregon 
is a big supporter of full 
bans on smoke 

Recently the 
Oregonian published an 
article about smoking 
on Portland Community 
College Campus. Unlike 
our ASG who has told 
the College Board that 
they do not support 
a smoking ban, the 
Student Body President 
of P.C.C. is urging 
their administrators to 
ban smoking on their 
campus 

During a speech 
on smoking in Deac 
Guidi's class, Cooper 
stated that the smokers 
need to take a stand 
against the “we know 
what's best for you 
and you will make the 
choices we tell you to 
make’ attitude 
He compares much 
of the recent tobacco- 
related legislation to that 
of Nazi Germany, calling 
it “social engineering.” 

Whatever solution 
comes from the debates 
will merely be temporary 
in light of the Jerome 
Campus Redevelopment 
Project. Also to consider 
is the new legislation 
which will tighten up the 
current smoking laws in 
Oregon. 

The smoking on 
Jerome Campus issue 
doesn't seem to be 
going away. The Daily 
Astorian printed a letter 
to the Editor recently 
from the chair of the 
Clatsop County Tobacco 
Free Coalition in regards 
to the C.C.C. smoking 
issue. 

Until some action 
is taken, by someone at 
the college, the issue will 
rage on.

As part of 
a tour of Clatsop 
County, Americans 
For Prosperity Oregon 
State Director Jeff 
Kropf spoke to a small 
group of students and 
employees of the college 
on April 7th. “Americans 
For Prosperity is a 
limited government, 
free-market, non-profit 
organization,” Kropf 
stated and added that 
it is non-partisan and 
addresses economic, not 


social issues. 


The focus of the 
presentation, however, 


was “Free Market 
Solutions to Global 


Warming,” and the group 
enjoyed a passionate 
discussion surrounding 
the causes of global 
warming, 

All in attendance 
agreed that something 
must be done about 
Global Warming, but 
the question debated 
was what is the best 
approach. 

Kropf suggested 
that incentive based 
programs ought to be 
used as opposed to 
mandated programs 
and regulations. Tax 
credits, he believes, are 
a powerful incentive for 
people which also help 
to reduce government 
spending. 


College librarian 
Candice Watkins 
believes that the issue 
of global warming is too 
urgent for these kinds 
of policies, stating "We 
need to take drastic 
measures now.” ASG 
Senator Austin Williams 
expressed the difficulty 
many people feel 
about Global Warming 
and all the different 
scientific evidence that 
is presented by asking, 
“How do we know who to 
trust?” 

College President Greg 
Hamman suggested 
a compromising 
approach, “You can't 
wait for scientific 
certainty. We have 


ses of global warming 


to take steps forward 
while still maintaining 
our skepticism and 
discussion.” 

It was brought up that 
we are all looking for 
simple answers, and 
the fact is, the world is 
just too complicated for 
that. Luckily, we have

At the beginning 
of Winter Term 2008, 
the college conducted a 
site-survey to document 
the topographic nature 
of the campus and to 
map out a variety of 
undocumented utilities 
underground. Hence 
the reason for the 
orange vested workers 
with survey equipment 
eyeballing the landscape 
and dousing the 
pavement, sidewalks, 
ground, and bushes with 
multicolored paint lines. 

As the college has 


not had a survey of this 
kind in its history, it was 
necessary for Jerome 
Campus Reconstruction 
Project (JCRP) manager 
Al Jaques to initiate 

one as a prelude to the 
reconstruction. Many 

in the community are 
wondering where all this 
planning and preparation 
is going. If not this, then 
they're wondering where 
the money's coming 
from. 

As to the 
monetary question, of 
the $25 million dollar 
reconstruction budget, 
11.5 million is coming 


out of state-funded 
bonds, 7.5 million is 
coming out of College- 
funded bonds, and 
the remaining funds 
will be potentially 
acquired by a variety 
of sources, including 
Private Foundation 
Grants, FEMA Grants, 
New Market Tax 
Credits, and private 
donations. Recently the 
JCRP team along with 
the architectural design 
firm SRG Partnership, 
Inc., has been fine- 
tuning the particulars of 
the project. 

Renovation on

the College is set to 
begin January of 2009, 
but first, Fertig Hall 
on the south side of 
Jerome Campus will 
be evacuated over the 
summer and demolished 
in late fall. This is the 
preliminary process 
leading the start of 
the JCRP Phase A 
construction activities, 
Phase A will include the 
construction of an entry- 
way at the head of 16th" 
Street which will lead to 
a new parking lot behind 
the proposed multi-story 
Science, Allied Health, 
Development Education, 
Community Meeting 
Room and Cafeteria/ 
Dining Area. 

The time line for 
Phase A construction 
is 12-14 months, 
including the preliminary 
work. With the new 
parking lot to be placed 
where Fertig Hall is 
right now, it’s estimated 
that the amount of 
traffic running through 
the campus center on 
Lexington Avenue will 
be decreased. This 
decrease in constant 
through-traffic will free 
up Lexington Ave. 
to serve more as a 
pedestrian-friendly 
corridor and ease the 
danger of crossing from 
one side to the other. 

Once Phase A is 
completed, there will be 
a transitional period until 
the beginning of Phase B 
renovation on the North 
side of the campus. 
Phase B will be initiated 


somewhere between the 
beginning of Winter or 
Spring Term 2010. With 
regard to Towler Hall and 
Phase B, the building will 
be stripped of many of 
its more recent additions 
and renovated and 
restored in a manner that 
will bring out its days of 
service as the old Astoria 
High School building. 
Furthermore, the inside 
of the building will be 
updated and modernized 
and will contain the 
majority of Clatsop’s 
general education 
classrooms and faculty 
offices. 

The current 
passageway connecting 
Towler Hall with Patriot 
Hall will be removed 
during Phase B of the 
renovation process. 

As the two buildings 
presently share some of 
the same utilities (heat 
and power), following the 
renovation both buildings 
will be set up to stand 
independently from each 
other. 

Upon completion, 
Patriot Hall will house 
the College's main 
administrative offices, 
conference rooms, 
the gymnasium, 
and the Health & 
Wellness Training 
Center. Also, a variety 
of other services such 
as the ASG Recreation 
Room and a staff kitchen 
will be included in the 
structure. Phase B, like 
Phase A, is estimated 
to require 12-14 months 
for the construction 


duration. 

While most of 
the campus’ major 
buildings will undergo 
reconstruction of some 
kind, some buildings 
will likely not see any 
changes. Buildings 
exempt from any work 
during the first two 
phases of the JCRP are 
the Student Services 
Building, Art Building, 
library, and Physical 
Plant. 

Once the two 
JCRP Renovation 
Phases are completed, 
the hope is that the 
College will have 
established an excellent 
base off which to expand 
in the future, and that the 
newly renovated campus 
will be better equipped to 
serve the community and 
neighboring districts. 

With the last nail 
likely being hammered 
home in 2011, the 
200th anniversary 
of the founding of 
Astoria, the goals of 
this project—with all 
likelinood—will have

significantly increasing 
the number of vehicles 
on the road, there is 
little doubt that traveling 
conditions may worsen 
At the present time, 
college students and
